the internal affair’ of other 
countries.” He could hardly 
meddle more blatantly than 
by expresaing his conviction 
that Kashmir had opted for 
union with India, 

Few will be surprised or 
astonished — or for — that 
matter, disappointed — to 
learn that he {s little better 
than an unmitigated hypo- 
crite, The “goodwill! trip 
to Asin was obviously 
designed for the purpose of 
sowing as much dissension 
and controversy and there- 
by provoking as much anti- 
Western feeling as possible. 

But if hypocrisy is tolerable 
(because it has come to be 

accepted na u peculiar Soviet 

qui rk) it in hard to condone 
downright deceit. Mr 

Krushchev cannot be ignor- 

ant of tho fact that the 

Kushmir question is atill 

before the Security Council 

and that a plebiscite has 
yet to be held to determine 
its future status. And can 

India sincerely accept his 

statement with smirking 

glee? If it values its im- 

proving relationships with 

Pokiatan, it ia hard to sce 

how It can.

For the rest of the world 
will be able only to guess 
at their reaction to the 
Soviet visit. But it ia an 
equally fair bet that if they 
are honest men they will 
reach the same conclusions 
as a Pakistani official that 
Russia sacrifices truth and 
justice in international rela- 
tions at the altar of 
expediency and self interest. 
And there is o clear moral 
accompanying this view 
which they would be wise 
to ponder in their future 
relations with Russia.

CRANDMOTHER’S 
WORRIES 


By GARRY C. 


I HAVE had letters from 

many grandmothers 
who are worried about the 
way their grandchildren are 
being brought up. In most 
casex, the grandparents do 
not live with the children 
and their parents merely 
visit them from time to 
time, 


They think the grandchildren 
are being negiected, are not 
being restrained enough or are 
harshly treated. . Usually, the 
shortcomings are blamed on the 
doughter-in-law or’ son-in-law, 
us one might suppose. ‘though 
there are exceptions. 


As I read these letters, I often 
feel convinced that the points 
made by the grandmother have 
been well taken. Sometimes, 1 
even write and tell her so. But 
I hasten to warn her that no 
mutter how right she may be, 
there remains the practical 
problem that young parents, 
especially in-laws, do not wel- 
come adverse criticisms—or even 
the best positive suggestions— 
from a grandparent. 


Somelimes the grandmother 
will usk me to write to the 
young parent to give advice or 
to send her one of my bulletins. 
Or a parent will make a similar 
request on behalf of an adoles- 
cent son or daughter.

_frtoday from his triumph over .Carl (Bobo) Olson at 
Chiengo, said that he had trained harder for that fight 


than ‘any other in his life.. 


“T honestly think I am punching harder .now than 


I ever did,” he said. 


“That little bit of extra weight 


helped me, and I worked very hard on power punching 


in my training,” 


He weighed In at 150%, Just 
Q quarter-pound under the 
Middleweight limit, whereas in 
previeds title fights ho usually 
was 150 or 167, 

In his training at Greenwood 
Lake, Now York, Robinson also 
did more roadwork ‘(hap ever 
before, 

“Ti had to be sure of my le; 
hbo oxplained. He ran cach 
morning usually three to five 
miles, then hod his brealcfast, 
then rested Ull time for the 
afternoon workout and sparring. 


His personal physician, Dr 
Vincent Nardicllo, who ulso is 
one of the doctors for the New 
York Stale Athictic Commis- 
sion, worked out a special dict

A_ substance affecting such 
vital processes could not fail to 
arouse curiosity o5 to its nature. 
It did not, in fact, take long 
after Abel had first prepared It 
os a crystalline substance In 
1926 to confirm that it belonged 
tu the great cluss of proteins, 
tin bulk the most important 
constituent of the solid matter 
incall Living cells, from microbes 
to man, Proteins are of great 
complexity and of | tmmense 
variety. The more complex a 
protein oa, the more diffeult at 
Is to discover how its constituent 
units, the amino-acids, are 
arranged and linked together in 
it, About some of the most 
complicated proteins we know 
1,tUe more than which of the 
amino-acids occur in them and 
jn what proportions, 


Over twenty-five = different 
amino-acids are known, to occur 
In amimal and vegtable proteins, 
and about twenty of them are 
relatively common. So it Js no 
mean task even to establish 
these simple qualitative and 
quanrtitative facta about sub- 
stances whose molecular weights 
can easily rum Into tens, perhaps 
hundreds, of thousnnds, Remem- 
ber that the molecular weight of 
water ts only eighteen, of com- 
mon salt thirty-six ond a halt, 
and of cane-sugar 360. There 
je so many a nxturally-occurning 
substance whose complexity fs of 
the kind indicated by molecular 
weights between 600 and 2,000 
about which we stili cannot say 
just how its constituent atoms 
are jolned together.

By no offer than thts 
devious ond itmmensely difficult 
process could that figuro have 
been @nactly  cstablithed. it 
hes taken Dr Sanger ond his 
collezgues ten years to do it, and 
they will certainly rocefve the 
pratse and congratulations of 
thetr scentific peers the world 
over, 

A similar though tn mony 
ways entirely different story can 
be told of vitemin B12. It also 
fulfils an essential furicti fn 
the body’s, normal physiology.
